S. R. Bndolph, 
of the 335th Infantry, baa been 
granted a leave of absence to go to 
hla home In Pittsburgh, where he 
expects to recuperate from the In- 
jury to his knee, which he sustained 
In a fall from a motorcycle.

Rudolph has made many friends 
b«re in Louisville and be takes the 
beat wlahea of all who know him. 

During the week Capt. Shaffer, 
of the SSSth Uachise Qun Company, 
wrote to the K. C. Secretary, saying 
that they all miss the good people 
of Louisville, as the activities at 
rhillicothe are very tame. Chaplain 
.McPheeters, Presbyterian. also 
wrote a very nice letter to tho 
Knitrhts of Columbus workers liere, 
saying they were rather lonesome 
at Camp Sberman without their 
Louisville friends. These letters 
from other oamps make the Secre- 
taries here tsel like their. work is 
appreciated, and they have been 
going from 6 in the morning until 
11 at night ever>' day since the last 
men aiTived. Too much praise can 
not be given the Secretaries o[ the 
Knights of Columbus work for giv- 
ing lip their positions and going Into 
the war work for $75 per month, 
but this is the spirit that will win 
the war.

It was stated in these oolumns 
a few weeks ago that Republ!<an 
prospects in the nation. State and 
city were not very bri^t, aad the 
Indiana State Oemoeratie eonven- 
tion this week went so far as to 
"Josh" National Chairman Hays, 
of the Republican Committee, and 
Ti"ti|y ItDosevelt, who has the 
I'lcsiiieniial nomination clinched, 
allhiiiiuh many ol the Republican 
leaders now realize tliat they liave 
made a bad Ijargain, Tlie old 
Rough Rider is iietting in worse 
and worse with ilu- .\inerican pub- 
lic since he began his knocking 
campaign against the administra- 
tion's conduct of the war, and no 
later than the other day the Li- 
brary Trustees of Fnlta>n, Mo., 
barred the Kansas City Star from 
the librar>- because of Teddy's 
peevish editorials against the 
President and the War Depart- 
ment. The tough part of it for 
■he Republican p.irty is tliey 
ilassen't drop liiin a.s a candidate, 
as tlit>y fear he will scuttle the 
ship as in 1912. In the State the 
outlook Is also very gloomy. Sen- 
ator Ollie James' nomination and 
election beiac prsdloted without a 
struggle, whUe the RepuhMcans 
have a death grap^e on between 
two drys — Bruner aiid Bethurum — 
for the nomination, and down in 
the Eleventh district a real old 
mountain feud is on for Power's 
seat in Congress. 

As for the situation In Louis- 
ville, the writer is not hardened 
or unkind enough to blame the 
present BolsherikI administration 
DOW in power on the Republican 
party, nis aeeldental Mayor is a 
former Demoerat, the Judge ot the 
Police Court was a Democratic 
candidate in 1909, Basktn, ot the 
rounty Conoanlssloners, wss like- 
wl.^e, and Brumleve, of the Board 
;)f Works, bolted the primary. The 
real old line Republicans iiave 
washed their hands of the Smith 
administration and men prominent 
in the party the last few years, like 
Herman Monroe, Wood Axton and 
Dr. Lewis Ryans, are persona non 
graU with the Bolabeyikl. Hardly 
a day goes by wlthoat a showup of 
the so-called "efficiency" and "re- 
form" administration.

According to Associated Press 
dispatches from Dublin a proclama- 
tion issued last Saturday prohibits 
all public meetings and processions 
In the Irish capital until further 

notice. 

From the same source conies 
news that at present there is some- 
wliat Of a lull in the political situa- 
tion in Ireland. Agitation against 
conscription has relaxed in the face 
of the Government proclamation 
calling for voluntary recruits, ami 
no attempt to apply the draft is ex- 
pected before October, and then 
only in the event of conspicuous 
failure to obtain tlie necessary 
number by enliijtment. 

The visit of protest contemplated 
by the Lord Mayor of Dublin to 
I'jesident Wilson has been In- 
<lefinitslyh>ostponsd. He Is "hold- 
ing himself in rsadiness" to go to 
Washington <when the occasion 
arises, but he has no expectation 
at present that the occasion ever 
will arise. 

Suppression of illegal drilling 
proceeds dally, and it is greatly 
helped by the Government's w.irn- 
ing that if the drilling continues 
the counties affected will be de- 
clared pe. ial military areas." The 
Irish people 'have been quick to 
r<>alise that an extension of such a 
zone woeld greauy facilitate the 
ippUeetlOB of conscription and ad- 
vice STsrrwhehe is bein« given to 
young men against assembling 
themselves In uniforms 

\ curious feature of tlie prosecu- 
linns is the number of instances 
that the accused have brothers or 
other relatives, sometimes two or 
Chree, now serving in the army in 
Prance. 

It is not intended at present to 
bring to trial tiie Sinn Fsiners ar- 
rested at WhttsuDtlds. Their Im- 
prisonment is made regular under 
the regulations of the defense of 
the realm act and none of them 
thus far haa taken advantage of 
the sections which enables him to 
appeal against Impri.sonment. Tiie 
immediate purpose is to make a 
success of the recruiting campaign, 
r.ie military authorities are hand- 
ing it over entirely to civilians 
drawn from all the political par- 
ties. Most BOtabls among these 
worksrs is Sir Horace Plunkett. 
Chairman of the reecnt Irish home 
rule convention at Dublin. Ixical 
committees will be formed on this 
principle In every distrirt. 

Pro-ally propaganda, hitlierto en- 
tirely neglected in Ireland, will be 
undertaken and an attempt will be 
n^ade by suitable literature to ex- 
plain to the Irish people the real 
i.43ues of the war. 

The members of the Irish Na- 
tionalist party have decided to re- 
turn to Parliament next week. The 
(rlsh Nationalists temporarily with- 
drew from attendance from Parlia- 
ment as a protest against the Gov- 
prnmvut's proposal to apply con- 
<criplion to Ireland. Recent dis- 
patches from Dublin indicated that 
the Irish party's representatives 
would return to the House ot Com- 
r. ons to take part In the dSbate, 
particularly In Stan Fein arrests. 
The situation that Induced Irish 
members to withdraw has been 
modified by the Government's pro- 
clamation calling for voluntary re- 
cruits In Ireland.

The building is used for tlie pur- 
poses of the court mentioned and 
contains also the detention rooms 
for Juvenile delinquents. The in- 
scription is therefore, to say the 
least, poorly chosen, inasmuch as the 
name "Children's Building" will be 
understood by the vast majority of 
thinking people to mean either a 
structuiv in honor of the children 
oT tho city or a haven of refuge for 
them. Scarcely anyone would con- 
sider it happily chosen when ap- 
plied to a building set aside for 
court proieduii's and tor punish- 
ment. 

As in til is instance, so one may 
noticf' in many others also the 
well-nigh utter absence of the art 
of ooldnlng strttable dedications, 
pregnant with truth, epigrammatic 
ir expreFsion and classic in form. 
In the olden days this airt was not 
unknown. Italy, to mention but 
one country in which this art was 
understood, offers us many exam- 
ples of beautiful and terse expres- 
sions in .stone and metal. The 
founders and builders of edifices 
('.evotod to purposes of reform or of 
charity knew, how to e xp ress a 
wholesome thought in the Inscrip- 
tions they had placed on eucb 
buildings. A classical sentence met 
the eyes of the boys and girls leon- 
flned In the reformatory whieh 
formed a part of the great Hospital 
St. MIchele in Rome. It read: "It 
Is of little advantage to restrain the 
liail by punishment, unless you ren- 
der tlieiii uood by iliscipline." The 
Hritish piison refoniier .lohn How- 
ard, who (juotes this sentence in 
his famous work on "I'he State ot 
I'risons in Kngland and Wales," 
calls it "admirable," and says that 
it "expresses the grand purpose ot 
all civil policy relative to crim- 
inals." N. H. JiiUus, a noted crim- 
inologist, terms this maxim one ot 
the most remai4csA>le he has seen 
anywhere. 

KiHially appropriate and signifi- 
cant is lh(> inscription wliicli Pope 
Clement XI., the foiiiiiler oi this 
institution (17o4), liad uravin over 
the (>ntiance and whicli nad: 
"Pope Clement XL, Supreme Pon- 
tiff, for the oorreotion of profligate 
youth; that they, who when idle, 
were injurious, when instructed, 
might be useful to the State." Pope 
Innocent X., who built the "Great 
Prison" in Rome in 1655, also had 
a suitable legend lnscril>ed over Its 
i>ntrance, saying: "To Justice and 
Clemency. For the more secure and 
better custody of criminals, Pope 
Innocent X. erected this new 
in ison." 

Thus the purpose of these institu- 
tions was clearly stated In these 
inscriptions. Pope Clement XII. 
likewise stated us character of an 
addiUon wMch he had bniU. In 
17S6. to the Hospttal S. Hlchele 
In Rome, in these words: "For re* 
straining the llcentloasness and 
punishing the crimes ot 'women." 
But bf^sides the purpose, such in- 
scriptions fiV(|uently also voiced a 
prayer, an a/Inionitioii or a warn- 
ing. In Rome, near San Angelo, 
the cemetery for executeil erimlnals 
was kept by tlie members of the 
Conf raternita deila Miscrlcordia, to 
which only noMes belonged, who 
devoted themselves to the care 'Ot 
men condemned to death, aeeom- 
panied them to the gallows and 
burled their bodies. On one of the 
slabs under which the bodies were 
Interred one could read the prayer: 
"O Lord, wlien thou shalt come to 
judge, do not condinin us." In 
Florence, o\i'r ttie entrance to the 
prison "Delle Stinche," the words 
were engraven: "Oportet Ml»erel," 
'It behooves us to be merciful." 
In Naples, In the Hospital of the 
lionfratelll, or Brothers of St. John 
of Ood, the fOUowlng quotation 
could be seen on one of the walla 
of the patients' dining-room; "I was 
hungry, and ye gave me meat," etc. 
And in Genoa the boys and girls 
confined for correction in the Al- 
bergo Hospital had constantly be- 
fore their eyes the words: "Silence 
and Obedience" — certainly a help- 
ful admonition. 

Such was the language ot In- 
scriptions in that country at that 
time — clear, precise, appropriate. 
But the inscriptions do not only 
convey their own message; aome of 
them tell us today that the Idea of 
punishment of evil doing for the 
sake of reform, the principle of cor- 
rection rather than of mere punish- 
ment, and tho tempering of justice 
with mercy— that this i(iefl, is bjl no 
means a modern innovation. as 
some leaders of the pliilantlir(;pl(^ 
movement would ha\-e us helir\p. 
It is to be hoped that the r'atieiiie 
view on oorrMtlTe punishment be 
more generally ' understood; it 
wouM likewise be desirable that the 
forgotten art of epigrampnatle in- 
scription writing be revived.' But 
both these developments presuppose 
a return from the superficial 
thought of the age to a more seri- 
ons %ttit9de ot mind.

(t is a long time since Kdmund 
Buike said It, but it still stands 
true: "It your enemy offers peaM 
in a moment of aueoeas It indicates 
(hat he Is satisfied with some- 
thing." We may well "beware of 
the Danes bearing vgifts."

R< taii sales of siig.ti' for canning 
and preserving must be limited to 
twenty-live pounds at one time, and 
then only whM accompanied by a 
signed oertltlcate on tbe Oorsrnment 
form pledging tbe enstomer to use 
that particular sugar for the paiv 
tloular purpose of eaanlng and pre- 
serving food. 

Customers are expected to limit 
the use of sugar for household pur- 
poses to three pcrands per month 
per person.
